Edmonton, Alta,, Feb, 9,—G. L. 
C. Hudson, M.P.P. for Wainwright 
has returned from Ottawa and ex 
plains that the action of the Dom- 
inion government in regard to 
providing pure bred sire steck will 
not only mean a valuable accom. 
medation to the farmers, but wil: 
insure the steady and immediate 
improvement of the stock in many 
districts in which it has been im 
possible so for to own the necessary 
pure bred 6'res, 

No cost is imposed upon the 
farmers ¢xc.pt in the oase of the 
stallions, of paying the insurance 
on, unl the upkeep of the horee; 
and in the case of bulls, boars and 
rams, only the cost of the upkeey 
wilt have to be borne locally, 

‘Toe farmers do not have to sink 
any of their money in the purchase 
of the aniwa', Tie cost of maiu 
tenance is reduced to a wminimuan 
by having each animal owvel by
